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CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 


It would be gratifying to your Committee to be able to sayy we found 
every school what we could wish; teachers feeling and fulfilling their re- 
sponsibilities; scholars realizing and improving their opportunities; then 
would the high end of our educational system be secured. From our pres- 
ent condition, we cannot expect to arrive at that by a single stride; but it 
does seem desirable to be approximating toward it. To secure this result, 
depends not upon the influence of one merely, but upon the combined in- 
fluence of all whose movements are felt in this direction. To be more ex- 
plicit, Prudential committees need to feel the importance of their office, 
that much depends upon whom they elect to take charge of their respective 
schools ; not only in respect to mental acquirements, but also in regard to 
native judgment and force of character. The Superintending committee 
also, have an important part to act in this matter. ‘They should under- 
stand the necessities of our Schools, and carefully, energetically guard the 
door of entrance. ‘ 


Discipline, notwithstanding most of our schools have been quiet and 
rather orderly, still some of them have nearly or entirely failed to produce 
their desired results, from a lack in that quarter. It becomes an important 

- question how such a state of things shall be remedied when it occurs. Not — 
certainly by fault finding. If the case requires no more decided and effi- 
cient action, do nothing. But when action is required let a manly course 
be taken to remove the evil. It is far better that an unworthy teacher be 
removed than retained, but such cases seldom occur where parents hold the 
reins of government straight at home. Here commences the great difficulty 
-—Jackness of parental authority.
